South a very real service by put- 
ting a finger on the fatal flaw in 
the state board's thinking, and that 
of the attorney general as well. 


The fatal flaw is one which 
has historically plaguéd the 
South. It has too often, when 
pleading a sectional cause, al- 
lowed itself to be pushed into 
taking an untenable position. 


The South allowed extremists 
to badger it into a defense of 
slavery. The same _ dilemma 
earlier drove Calhoun into an 
attack upon majority rule and a 
plea for secession—a position 
which brought him 
guns of Andrew Jackson. 


When Southern leaders met to 
form the Confederacy, they 
carefully eliminated their own 
extremists—particularly those of 
South Carolina and Alabama, 
who had been the most vocal 
and violent. They did not trust 
them. 

But, the damage was done. 
The South had been pushed into 
defending an immoral and im- 
possible position—the retention 
of slavery. This precluded any 
world help or recognition. 


Again 

The people of Georgia certain- 
ly have a right to take whatever 
position they wish insofar as the 
issue of desegregation of schools 
is concerned. None would deny 
them that. 

But, as the Episcopal bishop 
s0 properly and wisely warned 
them, they will do themselves, 
their state and their region 
much harm if they are badgered 
into holding to this immoral and 
undefensible position. 

The NAACP offends and galls 
many Southerners. It is a con- 
troversial organization. It has 
stepped on many toes. It has 
been, on occasion, what some of 
its critics denounce it as—a rab- 
ble rouser. It made itself so 
deliberately in that it answered 
other rabble rousers in kind. 
When, for example, the late 
Senator Bilbo was at his rabble- 
rousing loudest, the NAACP re- 
plied in political Billingsgate of 
equal violence. This did not 
endear it. Also, its habit of filing 
racial law suits has angered 
many. 

But, it is not an illegal organ- 
ization. It is not subversive. 
However one may feel about it, 
it argues in behalf of a Supreme 
Court decision. There is violent 
dissent from that decision. But, 
it is not a disqualifying factor 
of citizenship to accept it. 


Citizenship 

Certainly, any state may set 
up qualifying conditions for its 
teachers. But, it cannot violate 
the First Amendment to the Com 
stitution in so doing. ¢ 

It must be apparent, even to 
those who most heatedly dis- 
agree with the Supreme Court, 
and the NAACP, that any state 
which attempts to control the 
thoughts, opinions, expressions 
and legitimate associations of its 
. citizens is carrying on in the 
manner of the Nazis, the Rus- 
sian Communists, the Japanese of 
Tojo’s days, the Mussolini Black- 
shirts, and the police state of 
Peron in practicing thought 
control. 

It is the worst of folly for any 
person defending any cause to 
do so by taking an immoral 
position which brings down uni- 
versal condemnation. The cause 
of those who oppose the Court's 
‘decision, and the good name of 
the State, are seriously impaired 
by attempting to restrict the 
legal rights of association of the 
citizen. 

In years past there were in 
this country active anti-Masonic 
parties, active anti-Catholic and 
anti-foreign-born groups. But even 
they never sought to say that a 
person who belonged to them were 
deprived the rights of citizen- 
ship. It is even possible to hold 
fast to old traditions. But, as Bish- 
op Claiborne has wisely and truly 
gaid, one may not do so from an 
indefensible position.

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Pentagon Gets Whip’ 


To Build Reserves 


Ike Signs Compulsion 
Bill, but Terms It Shy 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 944—President Eisenhower to- 
day signed legislation giving the Pentagon limited au-| 
thority to use persuasion and compulsion to build up the 
nation’s military reserves. 

He issued a statement saying 
that the bill ‘falls short’’ of the 
program he recommended, but he 
is approving it because of provi- 
sions that will ‘‘definitely strength- 
en the reserve structure.’’ 

The bill is designed to expand 
the 700,000-man trained reserve 
force to 2,900,000 men by getting 
more youths into the reserves and 
requiring them to keep up training. 
SIGNED IT AT FARM 

The deadline for presidential ac- 
tion on the measure was midnight 
tonight. The President signed it 
at his Gettysburg, Pa., farm. The 
announcement that he had done 


so was issued by the White House, 
along with a 600-word statement. 


The main provisions of the leg- 
islation: 
1. Youths under 18'%4 years can 


avoid the draft by volunteering for 
3-6 months training then serving 
7% years in the reserves, under 
a 250,000 annual quota. They can 
also volunteer directly for the re- 
serves, serving from five to eight 
years. 

2. These volunteers and men 
hereafter going into service are 
required, while in the active re- 
serves, to attend 48 weekly drills 
and a i7-day summer encamp- 
ment, or a 30-day summer camp. 
Failure to do so means a 45-day 
recall to active duty or, for the 
six-months’ trainees, a two-year 
draft call. 


CAN TRANSFER 


3. Draftees and volunteers for 
regular service, from today on, 
can serve 12 months, then volun- 
teer for transfer to the reserves 
for a period of total active and 
trained reserve service of four 
years. The annual ceiling is 150,- 
000. They may also complete regu- 
‘lar service, volunteer under a 200,- 
000 yearly quota to serve another 
year in the reserves, then request 
transfer to the standby or inactive 
reserves. 


4. Men who have completed ac- 
tive service or were in service be- 
fore today are under no obligation 
to keep up reserve training. How- 
ever, those entering service after 
mid-1951 still have a total eight 
year obligation, making those | 
without combat experience or civil- 
ian skills liable for first call in

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The Governors Talk 
About °56 Politics 


A lot of speculation and a few real 
answers about 1956 will come out of the 
47th annual governors’ conference now in 
progress in Chicago. The parade of chief 
executives and their jockeying for po- 
sition gives a brief preview of next year 
and the big show that is part of the 
American system. 


It is interesting, for instance, to note 
that this year’s conference is the first since 
1942 at which Democrats outnumber Re- 
publicans. In that year, it will be remem- 
bered, the Democrats held 28 governor- 
ships and the Republicans 20. After the 
1942 elections they were tied at 24 each. 


In 1944 the Republicans gained the ma- 
jority and held it until this year. In 1954 
there were 30 Republican governors and 
18 Democrats. This year there are 27 
Democrats and 21 Republicans. 


The figures apparently prove little 
about 1956 since President Eisenhower 
leads all the popularity polls—even 
though the same polls show the Demo- 
crats to be the majority party. 


Little known, too, is the fact that the 
Democratic popular vote in the 1954 elec- 
tion was the greatest since the landslide 
of 1934. The percentage Democratic vote, 
52.6 per cent, was also the highest since 
1934. Democrats charge that except for 
gerrymandering by Republican Legisla- 
tures, their majority in Congress would 
have.been overwhelming. 

The Democrats have made a remark- 
able comeback in every election since 
1952, recapturing Congress, governor- 
ships, legislative majorities in states and 
local governments. They won 25 out of 
the 38 Senate races in 1954. 

The prospect for the Democratic presi- 
dential candidate in 1956 under most cir- 
cumstances would appear to be greatly at- 
tractive. Everything, it seems, depends 
upon Ike. Meanwhile, the Democrats are 
seeking his vulnerable points and there 
are signs that real battles are developing 
for the next session of Congress. 

Listening in and looking on the confer- 
ence, the American people find the two 
most discussed Democrats, Adlai Steven- 
son and Gov. Averell Harriman of New 
York still the best of friends. The New 
Yorker insists that Adlai is the man, a 
fact that now seems to suit most South- 
erners. In turn, Mr. Stevenson seems not 
averse to a little footsie playing with the 
latter. 

We can be sure of one thing. When 48 
governors get together, they are consid- 
ering more than just the August heat.

An Evergreen Memorial 


Walter D. Bellingrath, Mobile busi- 
nessman and developer of the beautiful 
Bellingrath Gardens, is dead. 

A native of Atlanta, Mr. Bellingrath 
grew wealthy in Mobile as a Coca-Cola 
bottler and official of other prosperous 
corporations. He was a philanthropist, too, 
and used his money for the benefit of 
churches and schools.

He and Kis wife had an eye for 
beauty, and turned the grounds around 
their home into one of the most beautiful 
spots in the world. Bellingrath Gardens is 
a mecca for tourists*from everywhere and 
a constant delight to the people of Mobile. 

Buildings and foundations and trusts 
have a way of disappearing with the 
years. Gardens go on forever, through 
wars and cataclysms, as every tourist in 
Europe learns. The memory of Mr. and 
Mrs. Bellingrath will be renewed each 
spring for centuries as the garden they 
planned bursts once more into bloom.

Politics and Prisoners 


Are Bad Combination 


DeKalb County has told the state to 
go ahead and remove its convicts. 

The action follows an ultimatum by 
the State Board of Corrections that the 
county remove its warden, whom the 
board had found guilty of gross negligence 
in allowing two dangerous convicts to 
escape and with a drunkenly-driven car 
to kill two persons. 

Behind the news is-‘a little lesson in 
political science, 

DeKalb County went for Fred Hand in 
the governor’s race. The head of the coun- 
ty’s public works department and the 
warden in question are reported to have 
supported another candidate and were 
reportedly in line for top jobs in the 
prison system had he been elected. 

There can be no question but that there 
Was gross negligence in the easy escape 
‘of two dangerous prisoners who, appar- 
ently, were drunk on liquor sold them 


by one of the camp staff at the time they 
departed in a prison automobile. 

But. there is apparently no question 
either but that the prison conditions in 
DeKalb County’s camp have improved. 

The point that galls the new DeKalb 
County administration is that its officials 
do not believe the warden would have 
been ordered removed had the county 
“gone right” and had the warden sup- 
ported the winners. 

This may or may not be true. 

There is another factor. 

Two DeKalb grand juries have recom- 
mended getting rid of state prisoners on 
the basis that they do not do efficient 
work, are too costly to maintain and are 
a danger in the highly congested DeKalb 
area. 

There is no argument but that state 
prisoners provide patronage jobs in each 
county and that the use of them is ex- 
pensive. Economy is not possible in such 
a patronage setup. 

It is a complex problem at best. When 
political vendettas are added, it becomes 
the more tangled. 

The negligence which permitted the 
death-dealing convicts to escape is hard 
to take or understand. But the DeKalb 
decision to operate its public works with- 
out state prisoners is an experiment worth 
watching. 

The whole incident pinpoints once 
again that penal systems and politics 
make a poor mixture.

University Alumni Get- 


Their Chance to Help 


The present leadership of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia Alumni Society has 
launched a program that could go a long 
way toward solving some of the most 
pressing problems of the school. It not only 
deserves support from every alumnus but 
from everyone interested in the state’s 
progress—individuals, business firms and 
foundations. 

The program envisages a huge expan- 
sion of the University of Georgia Foun- 
dation, an alumni project that is already 
successful. Since its establishment in 1937, 
this endowment fund has grown beyond 
the million-dollar mark. Proceeds are being 
used to attack the university’s most press- 
ing ills, but there is just not enough yet 
to more than make a dent in them. 

As was pointed out so thoroughly in 
the recent series in The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion and Journal by Jack Spalding and 
Margaret Shannon, the state does not have 
or is not providing the funds needed to 
enable the university to meet the needs 
of the state. 

There was an enthusiastic response to 
the plan at a meeting of more than 300 
alumni and friends of the university 
Monday night in Atlanta. The goal is 
to reach a total of $1,000,000 a year 
in contributions from 40,000 alumni with- 
in 10 years. Such a goal does not appear 
to be overly ambitious but entirely pos- 
sible. 

Although still in the preliminary stage, 
a cooperative movement is being sought 
that will include Georgia Tech—the other 
top institution upon which so much of 
the state’s future depends. 

Organization of the statewide move is 
being directed by Alumni Society Presi- 
dent Herman Talmadge with Atlanta’s 
Robert Troutman Jr. directing the fund- 
raising campaign. Committees are being 
organized all over the state. They have al- 
ready made a splendid beginning. 

Supporters of the movement will have 
the continuing satisfaction of knowing 
they are helping to build a greater uni- 
versity and thus a greater state.

‘Don't Overlook Geor gia’s Industrial Growth 


When Improving Highways,’ Citizen Urges 


Monroe—Prior to the purchase 
of our industrial site on Route 78 
in the City of Monroe, we were 
promised a four lane highway in 
front of our plant and the other 
three new industrial plants now 
in operation in this city. 

This past year, the automobile, 
truck and tractor-trailer traffic 
has greatly increased on this 
main highway (78) and especially 
between Athens and Atlanta, as

Highway and rural road construction soon will be moving toward 


a peak in Georgia. 


Plans have been developed for the start of the 


unprecedented program of road building and on August 19 the high- 
way department expects to begin a double-barreled effort to get the 
state out of the mud and bring many roads up to modern standards, 


Georgia has done considerable 
road work in the postwar era but 
still lags far behind many other 
states of the nation. Now Georgia 
stands on the threshhold of a giant 
road building program which not 
only takes in the State Highway 
Department activities but also a 
broad program coming under juris- 
diction of the new Rural Roads 
Authority. 


The Griffin administration has 
been given the responsibility of 
carrying out this vast program of 
highway and farm-to-market road 
construction designed to vastly 
improve Georgia’s economy. If the 
administration gets value received 
from its road expenditures, as it 
has promised, the state within 
another year or two should begin 
to feel the economic effects of 
better and more roads running 
through the rural sections, linking 
them with new and improved main 
arteries. 


Few would deny that good roads 
are imperative to the progress of 
any state or section of that state. 
Georgia is an outstanding agri- 
cultural unit of the United States. 
Her raw products play an im- 
portant role not only in the econo- 
my of the state but in that of the 
entire nation. | 

Meanwhile, Georgia is forging to 


the forefront as an industrial em- 
pire. If this trend is to be con- 
tinued and expanded, Georgia must 
have better avenues of travel.

DON’T ARGUE ; 

It doesn’t pay to engage in 
chronic arguments® with an 
atheist. For atheism is usual- 
ly just a symptom. 

When a person has a head- 
ache, that headache is also a 
symptom. Maybe you have as- 
tigmatism and need properly 
fitted eye glasses. 

To treat the headaxhe with 
aspirin simply masks the pain 
temporarily but the headache 
will be back again in the fu- 
ture. 

The real cure is to delve to 
the root of the problem and 
then eradicate the basic cause. 
When a person who has been 
brought up in a religious home, 
then tries to champion atheism, 
what is the diagnosis? 

Well, what’s to be gained by 
denying God? Where does the 
atheist derive more peace of 
mind by trying to’ eliminate 
Deity? 

‘‘Cherchez la femme?’’ is the 
motto of the French police, 
meaning, ‘Find tthe -woman.”’ 
Now we interpret that to mean, 
‘Find the basic metive.”’ 

So an atheist usually has a 
basic motive. And one of the 
most common motives, at least 
in America, is his wish to elim- 
inate a guilt complex. 


WHY ATHEISM? 


A pickpocket seldom becomes 
an atheist, for he fears the 
police rather than God. And so 
does an ordinary burglar. 

But a person who has in- 
dulged in autoerotic practices, 
seldom thinks about the police. 

For this is regarded asa 
personal type of sin between 
man and God. 

Many victims of autoerotic 
habits work themselves into an 
abnormal mental state and may 


even end in mental sanitariums 


where they require shock ther- 


apy. 


Indeed, there would prob- . 


ably be very few cases of in- 


sanity if we were not sexual - 


creatures. 

But many hardier personali- 
ties refuse to break under their 
inner conflicts. They may grow 
neurotic. 


They may even rush into a. 


fanatical devotion to religion 
and go to excessive extremes. 


But they may also run just - 


as vigorously in the opposite 
direction and deny religion or 
call themselves atheists. 

For they subconsciously rea- 
son as follows: “If there is no 
God, then I am no longer 
guilty ofSviolating divine laws. 
So I can thus feel relaxed.” 


The usual American atheist 
tries to deny God as a con 
venient means of attaining 
more freedom from inner con- 
flicts. 

But autoeraticism is a wide 
spread and normal reaction, as 
measured by statistics, so mil- 
lions have been needlessly 
alarmed thereby.

There’s a time of day that I consider my time of day and 
that’s early in the morning when nobody else in the household 
is stirring. Then I can put on the coffee pot and sit on the back 


steps, barefoot and still in my pajamas, enjoying the sights and 
the sounds of the world coming awake. 


Later, when the coffee has gurgled to a stop, I like to 
pour myself a cup and take it down in the yard and watch the 
sun slant in through my neighbor’s back yard, touching the black 
trunks of the sweetgum tree, the hickory tree and the oaks 
with fingers of pale gold light. 


It’s a time of quiet and, I would have said, of deep peace. 

But that’s not so, of course. Even in a city back yard, sur- 
rounded by buildings and television towers and closed in by 
pavement and the deep-throated rumble of traffic, there’s a 
primeval struggle that goes on. 


I watched this morning. 


The earth was damp and clean-smelling from yesterday’s 
rain and the towering sunflowers in the yard across the alley 
caught the first tentative light from the sun and held it in their 
bright yellow faces. A redbird swayed on the bush above the 
barbecue pit and a bluejay lit on the rim of the bird bath and 
scolded me because, in spite of the rain, he found it empty. 


For several mornings there has been some kind of commo 
tion in the top of the sweetgum tree where the squirrels seem 
to be assembling a great bushy nest. I watched with pleasure the 
effort of a scrawny little fellow to balance himself and a great 
wad of twigs that he carried in his mouth. 


The burden was nearly as big as he was and he whipped the 
air with his tail like a tightrope walker with an umbrella. 
He was on a low branch near the ground and I watched him, 
amused, wondering if he would be audacious enough to try to 
climb with such a load. 


Suddenly from the garage roof a catbird let out a frantic, 
chilling shriek, the little squirrel lurched and two yellow cats 
streaked across the yard and up the trunk of the tree like cata- 
mounts. 


The little squirrel staggered and nearly let his footing and 
the cats flattened themselves against the tree trunk, their own 
tails weaving snakily in the air, their ears pointed and watchful. 
A moment before I had been thinking how lithe and graceful 
they had grown. Only yesterday they had been cunning puffballs 
of fur, mewing in a neighbor’s garage. Now they are full-grown 
cats, sleek and well-fed but playing at being the hungry hunter 
as they stalk through the tall grass. 


Only they weren't playing. The little squirrel knew that and 
from the way my heart was pounding I knew it too. They were 
killers, cold and implacable. 


In a moment it was over. The little squirrel, still doggedly 
hanging on to his nest-building material, regained his footing 
and leaped to the next highest branch. He swayed a second, 
tried a dead branch and then ran back and sailed triumphantly 
up to the big branch that held the nest. 


At the nest he put down his load and jeered at the cats. 
They backed down the tree and sat on the ground, watchful 
and motionless as yellow china cats. 


But sometimes they win. We have found the feathers of 
birds, the tails of squirrels that weren’t so swift and sure-footed. 
I know they win and if they went away others would come. The 


bluejay pulling a pink worm out of the flower bed is no less 
ruthless. 


The morning is a lovely time of day. But peace. , . there 
is no peace.
